It was asserted that these
two conditions had led to o shrinkage

roads, operating more than 59,000 miles
of rallway.

Daniel E. Willard, president of- the
Baltimore and Ohlo, and head of the
conference of presidents of the lines In-
volved, was the principal witness, He
was supported by a mass of statistics
presented by Vice-President Shriver, of
the same line. Further evidénce will
be submitted to-morrow.

States and also for shippers' organiza-
tiops In the reglon affected.
